Boston, Mass., June 12.—[{Special.]—Amer- 
ican progress in naval construction was 
again exemplified today when the battleship 
Illinois, on its trial trip over the measured 
course of sixty-six nautical miles off Cape 
Ann, proved itself the fastest of the ten 
completed battleships of Uncle Sam’s navy, 


|-and showed that it is also, without much 


doubt, the fastest of its class in the world. 
Its average sustained speed during the 
trial was 17.31 knots an hour. This is better

The latter, built and given a 
trial on the Pacific coast, steamed 17.12. 

The broom that sweeps records for battle- 
ships of the new navy is brought back from 
the Pacific to the Atlantic, and was hoisted 
‘today to the foretruck of the Illinois. 


Far Above Requirement. 

The Illinois made its record easily. The 
contract requirement was only sixteen 
knots. 

Admiral Evans, President of the trial

It burned as freely as tar 
and sent out two long spirals of black 
smoke from the tall twin stacks. 
The builders approached the trial with 
feelings of perfect confidence.

It 


was found the vessel turned in practically 
three times its length, with both engines 
going ahead at full speed, and made the 
complete circle in three minutes, 


Record on Return Trip. 
On the return the elapsed time between 


buoys was about the same as during the first 
half of the trial. Again the ship reached a 


maximum speed of 17.84, with a minimum 


of 16.97. The finish line was passed, and the 
speed trial was over at 1:18:33, the elapse2 
time being 1:54:42, and the average specd 
for the second half of the trial 17.26.

‘POWERS & O'BRIEN STOP CHIEF oF 
POLICE O’NEILL’S MEN. 


Ages 8 Call at the Saloon to Look 
for Gambling Outfit, and While They 
Are Waiting, at the Bartender’s 
Suggestion, Judge Hanecy Issues an 
Injunction That Ties the Hands of 
the Invaders — Woes Possible for 
Derby Bettors. 


An anti-gambling campaign freshly under- 
taken by Chief of Police O'Neill received a 
sudden check yesterday when Judge Hanecy, 
in the Circuit Court, issued an injunction to 
restrain the Chief and his plain clothes.” 
detectives from entering the premises of 
Powers & O’Brien at 170 Madison street, 
from removing the safe or desks on the prem- 


the business “‘ there conducted by Powers 
O’ Brien.”’ 

The service of the injunction was co- 
incident in point of time with a raid 
on the saloon and “adjuncts” by eight 
detectives from Chief O'Neill's office. 


Bartender Plays for Delay. 


The raid was balked, however, before the 
court writ was secured, by a ruse invented by 
a bartender. Armed with a search warrant 
and with orders from the chief to seize all 
gambling paraphernalia in the place, the 
policemen entered the saloon and displayed 
their warrant. The proprietors were not in 
and the police were informed by the bar- 
tender that he did not know the combina- 
tion to two safes in the rear of the saloon, in 
which the detectives believed a gambling 
outfit was hidden. 

The men from “‘ Central” agreed to wait 
an hour for the return of the proprietors. 
The hour had scarcely elapsed when Edward 
B. Healy, 522 Reaper Block, appeared on the 
scene with the injunction. : 

Much disappointed, the officers returned to 
Chief O’Neill’s office and reported to him 
their failure. 


Plaint of Alderman Powers. 

Judge Hanecy issued the injunction on the 
presentation of a bill of complaint in which 
Powers & O’Brien declare that they are con- 
ducting a legitimate saloon and bowling alley 
business, and that detectives have frequented 
the premises since June 1, making threats 
and talking in loud tones. It was further 
declared that the detectives sought to open 
the private safe of the firm and also demand- 
ed that they be admitted to all of the rooms 
in the building. 

Aiderman John Powers, whose name is 
affixed to the petition, a s that, as he did 
not Kgow the combination on the safe lock, 
he was unable to o it for inspection. 
Thereypon, he asserts, the detectives de- 
clared they would take the safe away to 
open it. 


3 Perry Hull Favors Writ. 

- The bill was examined by Master in Chan- 
cery Perry A. Hull, who recommended that 
the injunction be issued. . 

The Chief of Police said after the writ of 
injunction was served: “ The officers who 
were sent to Powers & O’Brien’s saloon had 
a search warrant, and were after gambling 
implements and handbooks, which were de- 
scribed in.the.warrant.”’ . 

The Corporation Counsel now has the war- 
rant’ oh which the attempted search was 
made. The warrant describes racing. form 
charts, handbooks, registered bets, and 
other paraphernalia for gambling purposes.

Woes for Derby Bettors. 

‘Meanwhile, ‘the man who wants to wager 
his money at the Washington Park track 
when the American Derby is run on Satur- 
day, June 22, may have to dodge a small 
army of policemen and detectives and then 
be accommodated only at a handbook con- 
ducted on the ** New York” plan.

Jury Gives Conspirators Against 
Civil Service One to Five 
Years and $1,000 
‘Forfeiture, 


ALL REMANDED TO JAIL. 


Believing the testimony of one woman, 
Miss Anna Knabjohann, though fourteen 
witnesses contradicted her every statement; 
the jury in Judge Neely’s court last night 
found David B. Weber, Samuel C. Kanter, 
and Braman H. Loveless guilty of conspiracy 
to defeat the civil service law. Imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary from one to five 
years and a fine of $1,000 was the penalty 
imposed on each of the defendants. This is 
almost the extreme penalty allowed by law, 
the maximum fine being $2,000. 

Thirteen days were required for the trial, 
but the verdict of the jury was reached 
within two hours, the first ballot being unan- 
imous for conviction. Skilled advocates had 
made every effort for the acquittal of the 
trio who were accused of conspiring to sell 
police lieutenancies at $150 each by furnish- 
ing candidates for the civil service examina- 
tion with advance copies of the questions. 
One woman was practically the only wit- 
ness for the State. Miss Knabjohann was 
formerly bookkeeper and cashier for Weber 
and Kanter, the money loaners, when they 
conducted the Chicago Credit company, 
which had from 1,500 to 2,000 city and county 
-employés in its clutches with loans at high 
rates of interest. 


_ Testimony of Miss Knabjohann. 

Miss Knabjohann had told of the methods 
of the money lenders; of the proposals made 
to policemen to sell advance questions at 
$150 a set; of the famous ™ night school ”’ in 
the loan offices, where the candidates who 
had agreed to pay the price were drilled on 
the answers they were to make. She had no 
one to corroborate her testimony. Her 
transcripts, secretly taken from the books 
of the firm which Max Weber had destroyed 
as possible telltale evidence, were laughed 
at by the three defendants. | , 

Kanter, Weber, and Loveless took the wit- 
ness chair in turn and denied point blank 
every charge made by the woman on whom 


torneys for the defense. Just before the 
case went to the jury she sprang to her feet 
to shout out a denial as Attorney W. 8. For- 
rest reférred to her in these terms. Men of 
all conditions had contradicted her claims 
that Webér, Kanter, and Loveless were at 
their offices on the day preceding the exam- 
ination at the time when the questions were 
alleged to have been delivered by Loveless. 


J ury Retires at 6 O’Clock. 


It was but a few moments before 6 o’clock, 
at the close of a day of arguments for both 
sides, when Judge Neely finished reading his 
instructions and gave the case to the jury’s 
hands. Within two hours agreement had 
been reached, and at 9 o’clock the verdict 
was pronounced, the three accused men look- 
ing about in a dazed way as they heard the 
_ finding of guilty. 

_ Seven ballots in all were taken by the jury- 
men before the penalty was fixed. On the 
first vote every man declared for conviction. 
The case of each man was considered sep- 
arately and the evidence canvassed. It was 
held that all were equally guilty, and six bal- 


| lots were taken in the effort to fix the pun- 


ishment. . Nine jurymen demanded the max- 
imum penalty. Three contended that im- 
prisonment was sufficient. In the end a com- 
promise was agreed on, the fine being cut in 
two. ae 

When the defendants reached the court- 
room Weber was accompanied by his brother, 
Max. With Kanter came his father, his wife, 
and his sister. 

“Whatever the verdict may be,” warned 
Judge Neely, “ let there be no manifestation 
in the courtroom. | | 

The jury then filed in, Foreman William C, 
Pitts handing the verdict to Court Clerk 


Brady. | 
Verdict of Guilty Read, 
“You have reached an agreement?” 
queried Judge Neely, The answer was in 
the affirmative and Clerk Brady then read: 
“We, the jury, find the defendants, Bra- 
man H. Loveless, Samuel C. Kanter, and 
David B, Weber, guilty of conspiracy, in 
manner 4nd form as charged in the indict- 
ment, and we fix their punishment at im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary and at a fine 
of $1,000 each.”’

‘** We enter a motion for a new trial,”’ he 
said, and this was allowed. 
Loveless continued to rock back and forth 
in his chair, trying to appear unconcerned 
as he puffed at an unlighted cigar. Kanter 
turned white and glanced about in a dazed 
way as if about to ask if he had heard aright. 
Weber endeavored to keep up a show of un- 
concern, 
“What about the custody of the defend- 
ants?” continued Mr. Forrest. -‘* Will they 
be admitted to bail?’ 
** I presume they will be remanded to fall,” 
replied Judge Neely. “*I believe that is the 
custom im this court.” 
** But they not be released on bail?’’ 
“I understand that in such a case as this 
bail cannot be allowed,” said the Judge. 
Then he ¢ontinued: 
Gentlemen, I remand you to the custody 
of the Sheriff.”

CHINESE COURT CHANGES PLAN.

EDWARD DISTRIBUTES MEDALS 
TO MEN FROM SOUTH AFRICA. 


Motley Procession of 3,000 Men, Includ- 
ing High Officers, Men in Broadcloth 
and in Tweed, Madrches Past the

LONDON, June 12.—King Edward today 
distributed medals to 3,000 troops that have 
“been returned from service in.south Africa 
on the horse guards’ parade. Thousands of 
spectators werepresent. Earl Roberts, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the forces, received the 
first medal. | 

The distribution commenced at 11 o’clock. 
The long line of recipients which passed be- 
fore the King included many who have re- 
turned to civil pursuits, uniformed police- 
men, and others. Some of those who have 
gone back to civil life wore frock coats and 
carried silk hats, while others were attired 
in well-worn tweeds and carried derbies. 
Many walked with a imp, and some were 
minus arms. - 3 

Queen Alexandra and Princess Victoria 
were just behind the King, where chairs 
had been placed for their convenience. 

The distribution was finished at 1 o’clock. 
After Earl Roberts came Lord Milner of

Next came the foreign military attachés, 
who were with the British forces in south 
Africa, including Captain Slocum, who rep- 
resented the United States.

Balfour’s Easy Compliments. 
Jt was a sumptuous dinner, and when the 
cigars were lighted Arthur Balfour, after 
the formal toasts to the King and royal 
family, made a most graceful and felicitous 
speech in toasting the guest of the evening. 


He referred to Sir John Tenniel somewhat 


shyly, he said, because as First Lord of the 
Treasury he belonged to a class which was 
the natural prey to caricature. He de 
scribed himself as a lamb, honoring a re- 
tiring wolf, but quickly added that no lamb 
in English public life has ever been hurt by 
this particular wolf. He described the art- 
ist as a-man who had ever been true to the 
facts of the moment and who had described 
the downfall of ministries and the revolu- 
tion of opinion without bitterness and with- 
out lack of charity. 


Too Diffident to Speak. 
When Balfour sat down Sir John Tenniel 
rose to the first speech in his long career, 
but he soon hesitated and broke down. The 
audience was most sympathetic, cheering 
him repeatedly as though he had been as 
fluent and eloquet as Labori.. 
The American Ambassador followed him 


in the best speech which he has made in 


England. Mr. Choate began by covering 
Tenniel’s retreat with a reference to his 
modesty, which was only equaled by his 
merit, and proceeded with a humorous and 
highly sympathetic account of the caricatur- 
ists’ school in English politics, its manners, 
and its discipline. He paid a high tribute to 
Tenniel for having mellowed and sweetened 
England, and leaving her more cordial and 
ergs in foreign affairs than she had ever 
n. 

Other speeches were made by Augustine 
Birrell, Briton Riviere, and the Duke of 
Devonshire. It was a delightful evening. 


King Presents the Medals. 

The presentation of the medals on the 
Horse Guards’ parade yesterday was a 
splendid spectacle under a murky sky. 
There was a bright blaze of scarlet-coated 
guards, where 3,000 Household Troops were 
massed with the City Imperial Volunteers, 
and there was the green background of St.

TWO CIVILIANS ARRESTED. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 12.—[Special.}— 
Wholesale frauds, the extent of which 
neither army nor police officials can guess, 
have been discovered in the Quartermaster’s 
and Commissary departments here. Two 
civilians already are under arrest, and sev- 
eral. others, including some army officers, 
are likely to be apprehended soon.

Captain Seymour said today: “ The gov- 
ernment unquestionably has been robbed for 
a long time past, and I believe the amount of 
the losses sustained by Uncle Sam through 
the treachery and dishonesty of some of his 
army officers and others will reach into the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars.

Stores Advertise the Goods. 


For months past various stores about the

Announcement of Purchase of Dr. Hop- 
kins’ “Evidences of Christianity,” 
in Fulfillment of Governor William 
Bross’ Will, Made at Commencement 
—Gifts of Scholarship and to Ferry 
Hall—Banker Displaces Usual Cler- 
syman in Making Address. 


_ Presentation of diplomas to fourteen grad- 


uates was only a part of the interest at- 


Forest University yesterday. Announce- 
ment was made that in fulfillment of the 
will made by the late Governor Willliam 
Bross, the university had purchased from 
the heirs of Dr. Mark Hopkins, former Pres- 
ident of Williams College, the right to pub- 
lish his “ Evidences of Christianity.” Ofm- 
cial announcement of the acteptante by 
Dr. Richard D. Harlan of the Presidency of 
the university and Dr. McClure’s resignation 
also was made. The gift of $1,500 by Mrs. 
William H. McClure of Albany, N. Y., to 
establish a memorial scholarship in honor 
of her daughter, was made’ public, as also 
were gifts of $500 from Granger Farwell to 
Ferry Hall and of $1,500 from “a friend 
to the building fund of Ferry Hall. And, 
further, the usual rule to have a clergyman 
address the graduating closs was changed, 
and the speaker yesterday wasa banker. 

Governor William Bross on Nov. 5, 1879, 
provided a fund of $40,000 for Lake Forest 
University, the interest from which was to 
be offered as @ premium for the best book 
“on the connection, relation, and mutual 
bearing of any practical science, the history 
of our race, or the facts in any department 
of knowledge with and upon the Christian 
religion.’’ His purpose, as set forth in his 
will, was to show that “ science and revela- 
tion coincide, and prove the existence, the 
providence, or any or all of the attributes of 
the only living and true God. As furthering 
this purpose he directed the trustees of the 


-university to purchase the rights to “ Evi- | 


dences of Christianity,’ Dr. Mark M. Hop- 
kins having been a friend and teacher of 
the testator. The bequest was made in 
memory of Mr. Bross’ son Mattie, who died, 
in 1856. 

After making the purchase the trustees 
have a balance of $12,000, and from this sum 


‘will continue to offer premiums for works 


showing harmony between science and the 
Christian religion as outlined in Mr. Bross’ 
will. The publication of Dr. Hopkins’ writ- 
ings is to be the first volume of a series 
called Bridgewater Treatises,’ all to be 
premium works. | | | 
Banker Speaks to Graduates. 
David R. Forgan of the First National 
Bank was commencement day orator. The 
exercises were held in Lake Forest Presby- 
terian Church, President James G. K. Mc- 
Clure presiding. Mr. Forgan said in part: 
‘*T suppose there is an atmosphere about 
university life different from what we busi- 
ness-men breathe. You have mathematics 
instead of manufactures, philosophy instead 
of finance. Dead language gives you as 


quotations are from the classics, not from 
the markets. Your speculations are only 
scientific; your notes are merely foot notes; 
and your checks are the college rules. Book- 
keeping is not unknown among you, for 
you sometimes borrow and forget to return, 
but; generally speaking, I suppose there is 
little. in common between college and com- 
mercial life.

COURT RULES OUT EVIDENCE 
FAVORING MRS. KENNEDY. 


Sensational Statement Made by Friend 
of Woman’s Husband Will Not Be 
Without Corroboration. 


Kansas City, Mo., J une 12,—Judge Woft- 
ford today ruled out the testimony of one. 
of the strongest witnesses presented so far 
by the defense in the case of Lulu Prince 
Kennedy, on trial for the murder of het hus- 
band. The defense evidently had counted 
much on being able to present this testimony, 
and the court’s order to strike out was 
considered a blow. The witness was Ed- 
ward W. Lewis, an inspector for the Western 
Railway Association Inspection bureau, and 
a@ personal friend of the dead man. 

Through Lewis the defense hoped to prove 
the theory that Kennedy had compromised

then refused either to marry her or to live 
heey her after marriage had been forced upon 
im. 
The testimony of Lewis was ordered taken 


‘down by the court stenographer, but. the 


court refused to let it be given to the jury 


‘until corroborated. The statement, as made 


by Lewis, related to conversations with Ken- 
nedy. In one, the day after the forced mar- 
riage, Kennedy, he said, had admitted the 
justice of marrying the girl, but declared he 
had lost respect for her and would not live 
with her.. Lewis attempted to Induce him 
to acknowledge his wife publicly, and he re- 
fused, but later said he had changed his 
mind. Lewis related the details of the mar- 
riage as told him by Kennedy, the latter 
saying Miss Prince had told him the com- 
pulsion was against her wish. 

The day before the killing Kennedy told 


him he would not lve with the girl and | 


threatened to commit suicide.

DELAY GRAND RAPIDS VERDICT. 


Jurors Read Over All the Evidence and 
Adjourn—At Least Four In- 
dictments Expected. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., June 12. 
The grand jury was even more leisurely 
than usual in its proceedings today. It 
heard the last witness in the water supply 
contract case at 10 o'clock this morning, and 
then listened to a reading of all. the eviderice 
which had been brought out during the five 
weeks of its investigations. There was no 
debate and no ballot, and when the jury ad- 
journed at 5 o'clock this evening it was an- 
nounced that perhaps it might get to voting 
tomorrow morning, and perhaps it might not.

Lowell, Mass., June 12.—The woman whose 
headless body was found in Chelmsford 
Woods last Sunday, and whose head was 
found yesterday, was identified today as 
Mrs. Margaret Blondin of Boston by Mrs. 
Margaret Casey of Lawrence, sister of Mrs. 
Blondin. The dead woman married Blondin, 
a French-Canadian-mill operative, last Feb- 
ruary. It is not known where the man is at 
present. 

Mrs. Blondin had been missing since April. 
She met Blondin in Chelmsford while work- 
ing in a mill there, and their courtship cov- 
ered only a few months. The couple lived in 
Boston for a time. About two months ago 
Mrs. Blondin returned to Lawrence and 
visited her sister for a few days. Then her 
sisters learned that shé went to Boston, 
where she rejoined her husband, and they 
lived in a Green street lodging-house.

peals, but Acts on Only 
Few of Them.

OPENS DOORS TO A WOMAN 
Mary A. Railton May fed Cook 
Jail if She Pays Contempt: 
| Case Costs. 


30ME GIVEN al TERMS 


Governor Yates was sparing with his clem- 
ency yesterday. Out of sixty-two applica- 
tions for pardons he gave one woman immu- 
mity from serving a short sentence in the 
Cook County Jail, on condition that she pay 
costs in contempt proceedings. | 

Not a man nor a woman was pardoned 
from the penitentiary, although something 
like sevén sentences were commuted. So far 
as can be calculated, sentences in the aggre- 
gate were shortened something like fifty-six 
years. This much has} been d by some 
preceding Illinois Govetnors h a single 
Sweep of the pen. a 

Cook County offenders fared as well as any, 
although sixteen of nineteen who made ap- 
plication for pardon were given no relief. In 
all, twenty-four years were lopped from the 
sentences of Cook County men ye now are 
in the penitentiary. | 

The one conditional pardon was in the 
case of Mary A. Railton of Chicago, whose 
property was in the handsofareceiver. She 
collected certain rents which should have 
been paid to the receiver and was fined for 
this, a jail sentence also being imposed. 
The sentence is commuted to the payment 
of the costs in the contempt proceedings. 

Another Cook County case was that of 
Joseph Dwyer, who was convicted of mur- 
der and sentenced to fourteen years in the 
peritentiary. One Lacy, the night before 

homicide, had attacked Dwyer’s wife 

the following day hé assaulted Dwyer, 

who had but just recovered from a severe 

fliness. The trial Judge offered to set aside 

the verdict and accept a plea of mansilaugh- 

ter and give the defendant a lighter sen- 

tence, but believing he was justified in the 

act Dwyer refused to plead guilty. His sen- 
‘tence is commuted to ten years. 

The last of the Cook County cases is that 
of Henry Theis, who was convicted in the 
Criminal Court of manslaughter and sen- 
tenced to twenty-five years in the peniten--. 
tiary. ‘The State’s Attorney is on record as 
saying that “the killing was the result of 
a drunken quarrel, and the deceased by his 
own conduct brought about his own death.” 
The sentence is commuted to five years. 


Leniency for Others. 


Other cases in which Governor Yates saw 
fit to extend clemency were as follows: 

Elias McJunkins and Charles Smoot, in 
company with two others, Pate and Starr, 
started out to rob a house in Vermilion 
County. On the highway, they saw the own- 
er of the house approaching, and the other 
two directed McJunkins and Smoot to catch 
and hold the horses. This was attempted. -; 
and during a scuffle the other two shot and 
killed the farmer. Pate and Starr were 
Sentenced to death and paid the penalty. 
MoJunkine and Smoot were ignorant country 
boys. In view of their youth the sentence 
is commuted to fourteen years. 

Wade Hampton and a number of other 
negroes were engaged in loading railroad 
ties on a barge at Cairo, when a difficulty 
arose over the division of the pay for the 
work, and a fight followed, in which a man 
was killed. Hampton pleaded guilty, and 
was sentenced to forty years. The trial 
Judge stated that the sentence would have 
‘been less severe had he been furnished with 
the evidence placed before the Board of Par- 
vps The sentence is commuted to twenty 


Charles Walker was convicted In Logan 
County of horse stealing, and sentenced to 
the penitentiary for twenty years. It ap- 
pears the man was mentally weak, and 
has spent a portion of his time since his 
sentence in the’ insane asylum. The trial 
Judge and State’s Attorney recommended a 
pardon. The sentence is commuted to thir- 
teen years. 

Thomas Francis was convicted, in the Cir- 
cuit Court of Macon County of burglary 
and larceny and having burglars’ tools in his 
possession. He was sentenced to twenty 
years. While the trial Judge and State's 
Attorney recommended a pardon, the sent- 
ence is commuted to fifteen years.

13 Years 014, Tells 
Jeary How She Was Held a Prisoner 
im the South Clark Street House and 
Her Story Is Believed—Police Cen- 
sured for Not Taking a More Active 
Part in the Case—Prosecutor Accuses 


of Perjury. 


Sul Pizzi, accused of abducting 13- 
year-old Augusta Brunhke and forcibly de- 
taining her in her house at 392 Clark street, 
was found guilty by a jury in Judge Smith's 
court yesterday and sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary. Her husband, Baptiste Pizzi, al- 


| ready had been sent to Joliet for being a | 


party to the same offense. 

The Brunke girl lives with her parents at 
342 Warsaw avenue. Two girls, Lulu Coons 
and Tillie Walters, suggested that she go 
to Mrs. Pizzi and apply for werk. Once in- 
side the Pizzi house, she was locked in a 
room by Mrs. Pizzi and her husband. 

The girl's testimony was corroborated 
largely by two attachés of the Protective 
Agency for Women and Children. After the 
child’s disappearance was reported to the 
police by her parents and the levee resorts 
had been searched and Augusta found im- 
prisoned, the two agents, Miss Maud Par- 
cells and Miss Jennie Rattcliff, took. the case 
up and secured the arrést of the Pizzis. 

In prosecuting the woman and her hus- 
band, the two women received little aid from 
the police, and individual members of that 
department came in for a vigorous scoring 
yesterday by the prosecition. Assistant 
State’s Attorney Crowe, in his argument, 
flatly accused some of the policemen who 
testified in the case with perjuring them- 
selves. 

Joseph R. Burres, the attorney for the de- 
fense, drew a tearful picture of the Pizzi 
woman as a beautiful child, “ pure and free 
as the sunbeams themsélves,’”’ wandering 
about under the “sunny skies of Italy.” 
This was several years before she came to 
Chicago. 

Throughout the trial the Pizzi woman sat 
sullen and defiant. She said that she was 
27 years old and had lived in America for 
ten years. 

“ This girl come to Pizzi’s house herself, 
she said. “I hava nothing to do with her. 
She bad girl, like me. She smoke cigaret and 
eat chop suey. She no cry to go home. I no 
ask her to stay.”’ 

The Brunhke girl denied practically every- 
thing with which the Pizzi woman charged 
her. She did not know what chop suey was, 
she said, and never had smoked a cigaret. 

- Jamies Davat, an Italian boy, said he had 
seen the Brunhke girl eating chop suey and 
smoking a cigaret in a Chinese restaurant. 
The child said she never had seen Davat. 

The jury, with little hesitation, accepted 
the story of the Brunhke girl and sent Mrs. 
Pizzi to prison.

The Council took the necessary. action on 
Monday, night, and what was Pacific avenue 
is now part of the financial street of the city. 

This change has given new illustration to 
the theory, ‘‘ to change the character of a 
street, change its name.’’ Alderman Kenna, 
the most recent convert to the idea, declares 
that there is a time coming when Custom- 
House place and Plymouth place will come 
into the Council for a clean bill of health. 

It is not claimed that the power of a changed 
name will accomplish everything. It even is 
admitted that the change may be the in- 
dication of a reform and not the cause, but 
the new hame is given a part of the credit 
for the reformation. There have been a 
number of instances in the past. Market 
street, which was the home of the,‘‘ Market 
street gang,’ was changed to Orleans street, 
and little has been heard of the Market street 
gang since. 

It is argued that ‘ Husiness-men and resi- 
dents will not try to live down the character 


-of a street until the name has lost its old 


associations and begins to represent new 
ideas. Itis easier to changethe name. This 
is recognized as being especially the case 
where the street is a small jog on the map 
which has attained an abnormal reputation. 
Where a part of the street has come into 
bad repute and the remainder is untarnished 
there would be little disposition to attempt 
reform by changing the name. This would 
be the case with Clark street. 

‘“‘Changing the name of a street is the 
biggest kind of; a reforming measure,”’ said 
Alderman Kenna. ‘‘ You have to change the 
name of a‘bad street if you want to change 
it in other ways. I had the name of Pacific 
avenue changed because 
houses and a bank wanted to come in.”’ 

Pacific avenue already has worn out two 
names. Before the fire it was Griswold 
street. When that got too bad it was 
changed. to Pacific avenue, and now it starts 
again as La Salle street.

CHICAGO BOARD FILES A SUIT. 


Injunction Is Asked to Prevent Distri- 
bution of Quotations to Cincin- 
nati Bucket Shops. 


-Cincinnati, O., June 12.—[Special.]—The 
Chicago Board of Trade today filed a sen- 
sational suit in the United States Court 
againet the Odell Commission company, W. 
J. Odell, George H. Stapley, John Maxwell, 
the Western Union Telegraph company, the 
Postal Telegraph company, and the Gold and 
Stock Telegraph company, alleging that they 
have surreptitiously obtained and distrib- 
uted quotations from the Chicago Board of 
Trade, and that by distributing them to the 
bucket shops they are not only injuring the 
Board of Trade but incredsing the ‘‘ bucket 
shop evil’’ and creating the impression that 
the Board of Trade is connected with the 
gambling operations in the bucket shops. 
They claim the quotations are valuable and 
a source of considerable revenue to the 
Board of Tradg py,selling them to customers. 
A temporary injunction against further fur- 
nishing these quotations is asked. John 
Maxwell, Treasurer of the Odell Commis- 
sion company, said today that the suit was 
a surprise to him and his firm. He said his 
firm got the Chicago quotations. Superin- 
tendent Collins of the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany said: ‘If we are enjoined it will only 
be for something we are not doing.”’

CONSUMPTION RULE APPROVED. 


President of Canadian’ Association for 
the Prevention of Tuberculosis In- 
dorses Powderly’s Act. 


“Ottawa, Ont., June 12.—[Special.]—Sir 
James Grant, President of the Canadian As- 
sociation for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, 
approves of the action of Mr. Powderly, the 
United States Superintendent of Immigra- 
tion, in refusing to allow into the United 
States immigrants affected with consump- 
tion. Sir James says similar action should 
-be recommended to the Canadian govern- 
ment by the Canadian Tuberculosis associa- 
tion. He also says that now all good hospi- 
tals that have not a special department for 
this disease have adopted the policy of re- 
fusing patients who are suffering from it.

Tells Aldermen, Among Other Things, 
Why His Men Are ‘Seldom at the 
Right Place at the Right Time—Has 
Some Sharp Things to Say of Certain

Money—Some of His Logic. | 


‘Chicago's new Chief of Police appeared 
before the Council Committee on Police yes- 
terday with a few distinct ideas on police | 
duties. The committee, which hasn't been 
acquainted with the science and practice of 
thief catching as long as Superintendent 
O’ Neill, had just taken seriously to the prop- 
osition that there was a good deal in the de- 
partment which needed “ reforming,’ and 
that a few “ frills "’ might be added to the | 
system. 

The Aldermen were on the point of con- 
verting the police stations into something 
like Mills hotels, of adding mounted police- 
men to the force for picturesque effect, and 
of organizing bicycle squads so that the Chi- 
cago department might not be behind a good 
military establishment in its equipment. . 
The Chief gave his ideas on these proposi- 
tions, and added, without request, what he 
thought of Aldermen who in their good na- 
ture voted a furlough for every policeman 
without providing the head of the depart- 
| ment with the money to make the vacations 
| possible. 

| Some Wisdom by O’Neill. 
Incidentally the Chief gave reasons for a 
popular saying which has almost become an 
adage. 

“You know the old saying, ‘ The police- 
man is never where he is wanted,’ ’’ he said. 
“The fact is the policeman is never wanted 
where he is. The reason why crimes are 
never committed where the policeman is, is 
that if he is there the crime will not be com- 
mitted.”’ 
With that little explanation the Chief 
expressed his opinion about things in the Po- 
lice department in general. Among other 
things he said: 
“ Mounted policemen would be picturesque 
and look well, but the horseman would be 
terribly perplexed if a thief should take to 
dodging between bulidings and fences. We 
had mounted police in Englewood once. | 
“There are 3,333 persons on the police pay 
roll, but only 2,436 actual policemen are doing 


As to Gold Brick Men. | 
“ Policemen are not wanted around rail- 
One was told last year to get 
out and keep out of a certain station. It is 
feared that they might tell farmers and other 
strangers of the existence of confidence 
men. 

“It takes a guide to show the way from 
the Thirty-fifth and Halsted street police 
court to the police station.

The early shorn 
wools in Wyoming have been pretty well 
cleaned up, and many of the buyers have 
left there. Montana will be the next scene 
of operations. Holders of wool are firm 
there and are reported as not likely to yield 
much in price.

SENATOR LODGE’S SIX WORDS. 

William B. Chandler has found the maker 
of Presidents. His “patient search and 
vigil long” have unearthed the fact that 
it is to Senator Lodge that Mr. McKinley 
owed his election in 1806 and, his conse- 
quent reélection in 1900, There are several 
millions of Americans, éach of whom cast a 
vote for Mr .McKinley, who will be tntlined 
to dispute this on the ground that Senator 
Lodge’s ballot counted for no more than that 
of any other supporter of the successful 
candidate. But if Mr. Chandler’s major 
premise be conceded he is evidently in the 
right. His contention is that’ Republican 
victory in 1896 was not ‘secured, as most 
people believe it was, by the pledge to main- 
tain the gold standard, but by the insertion 
in the national platform of the words 
“which we pledge ourselves to promote ” 
immediately after the statement in refer- 


amination of the last revised draft of the 
manuscript of the platform shows these 
fateful words interpolated in the hand- 
writing of Senator Lodge. 

Mr. Chandler became convinced some 
time ago that the six words above quoted 
had been of “ priceless value ” to the party 
and to President McKinley. he 
offered to pay $100 to the person who could 
prove that he put them in the platform. 
There were several claimants. The fact. 
that there were so many does not prove an 
unbecoming eagerness to get Mr. Chandler's 
$100. It simply shows what poor memories 
men have. This is not the first case of dis- 
puted authorship in connection with a party 
platform. 

Happily in this case there is no room for 
dispute. Senator Lodge’s. handwritin 
speaks for itself. The Senator has seuiiead 
Mr. Chandler’s cheek for $100 and a com- 
pliment on the “sagacity and courage ” 
which led him to conceive and to insert in 
the platform the wordsin question. He has 
been paid for these words at the rate of 
$16.66 apiece. This is‘good pay. If all the 
literary work which the Senator has done 
had been paid for at this rate he would be 
one of the millionaires gf the Senate.

RIGHTS OF SICK CHILDREN, 

Judge Tuthill holds that an adult when 
ill is at liberty to resort to medicine; prayer, 
witchcraft, or anything else which he may 
believe will cure him.

It may be in the opinion of these persons 
an interference with their rights as pareuts 
or ah interference with their religious be- 
liefs for a Judge to give orders that a 
doctor shall be allowed to care for a child 
of theirs who has rheumatism or fever or 
hip disease.

FREDERIC HARRISON ON CHICAGO. 
The latest number of the Nineteenth 
Century contains an article by Frederic 
Harrison, the English author and Positiv- 
ist, in which he describes his impressions 
during his recent visit to Chicago. Mr. 
Harrison has discovered America and is 
eager to tell his fellow-countrymen about it. 
He says the British press does not do justice 
to the vast resources and achievements of 
the United States. Especially does he think 
the intellect and culture of Chicago are 
underrated. | 
Mr. Harrison is not willing to award Chi- 
cago first prize for beauty, but he says it is 
the manifest destiny of the city to be the 
commercial heart of the American conti- 
nent. He thinks it is likely, within a genera- 
tion, to be the largest, richest, and most 
powerful city in the world. He hints that 
even the quality of municipal ‘beauty may 
be added in time, though the skyscraper is 
evidently a stumbling block which he hardly 
can surmount. But Mr, Harrison speaks 
repeatedly of the marvelous quantities of 
marble, granite, carved stone, and mosaics 
used in our buildings. He says nothing since 
the fall of old Rome and Byzantium has 
equaled the lavish use of these architectural 
materials in the United States. He makes 
‘special mention of one Chicago bank build- 
ing, describing it as “a vast marble pal- 
ace, . . . the most sumptuous and one 
of the most beautiful commercial edifices in 
the world.” 
The talented Englishman also takes pains 
to refute the idea that Chicago is devoted 
to nothing but Mammon and pork. The 
impression left on his mind was that “ the 
citizens of Chicago were bringing their ex- 
traordinary enterprise to bear quite as much 
on social, intellectual, and artistic interests 
as they confessedly do on grain, ham, steel, 
and lumber.” He mentions the significant 
fact that no other city in the world can 
show such enormous endowments for educa- 
tional, scientific, and charitable purposes 
jJavished within ten years, and still unlim- 
ited in supply. Nor did he find that the 
“almighty dollar” was worshiped any more 
reverently in America than in Europe. _ 
‘Mr, Harrison has much to say about the 
amazing distances, the boundiess energy 
and resources, and the ceaseless industry of 
the Americans. yet it is evident that he |

THE TENEMENT AND THE BATHTUB. 

The recent report of the City: Homes 
association on tenement conditions in Chi- 
cago was, of course, something of a shotk. 
The remarks made about Chicago tenements 
by the Bureau of Labor and by Mr. Jacob 
A. Riis had been like the buzz of an alarm- 
clock to a sleepy man, annoying but inef- 
fectual. Now the City Homes association 
comes in and takes Chicagoans by the shoul- 
ders and tells them they really must wake 
up. This course of treatment is likely to 
be successful. In the pages of “ Tenement 
Conditions of Chicago” one can find infor- 


mation that will open one’s eyes so wide 


that sleepiness will be out of the question, 
Take, for example, the matter of per- 
sonal cleanliness. Without it health is 


doubtful and self-respect impossible. Now, 


in the Jewish and Italian district inves- 
tigated by the City Homes association it 
was found-that 96 per cent of the inhabitauts 
had no facilities for bathing. Applying this 
average to all those parts of the city where 
conditions are similar, one arrives at the 


result that 960,000 persons in Chicago find 


it extremely difficult, indeed alzhost im pos- 
sible, to keep themselves clean. 

The caviler will say that the want of 
bathtubs is caused by an aversion to the 
act of bathing. This is a belief more valu- 
able as a basis for witticisms than service- 
able in an honest discussion of the case. 
If it be admitted that a large part of the 
population has a dread of water, then it 
becomes a duty to remove that dread. But 
it would be dificult to prove that the dread 


| really exists. The four baths owned and 


conducted by the city have an extensive 
patronage. The reason is obvious. They 
afford the laboring man two peculiar ad- 
vantages: First, that of privacy, which 
often he cannot get in his own home; and, 
second, that of cheapness, which he had 
never been able to find in the bathhouses con- 


ducted for private profit. With these two 


features of privacy -and cheapness the pub- 
lic baths have entered upgn a career of 
great prosperity. Many wo¥kKingmen have 
fallen into the habit of going to the bath- 
house after their day’s work is done and 
of taking a shower and getting into clean 
clothes before supper. This change in per- 
sonal habits must entirely alter the charac- 
ter of their evening life. 

The vogue enjoyed by the public baths 
seems to show that if the inhabitants of the 
densely populated wards had the proper 


facilities they would keep themselves as | 


clean as the inhabitants of any other part of 
the city. | | |

A GREAT TRACTION STEAL. 

The Pennsylvania Legislature last week 
passed two passenger railway bills, whose 
origin, progress, and purpose reveal that 
body as partner with a handful of concealed 
promoters in a gigantic scheme to exploit 
the needs of Pennsylvania for local trans- 
portation. | | 

These bills, having never previously been 
heard of by the public, were introduced into 
the Senate on the afternoon before Decora- 
tion day. Within ten minutes they had been 
referred to a committee and favorably re- 
ported back, and on the same day they were 


read a first time. The Senate remained in 


session on Decoration day in order to ad- 
vance them, and on Friday, just forty-three 
hours after their first appearance, they were 
passed by a vote of 32 to 6. Onthe following 
week the House, for the first time during 
the session, assembled on Monday, and 
through sharp practice the bills were not 
only received but were railroaded to first 
reading the same day. The next day, on 
second reading, there was a fruitless fight 
and a fire of amendments by a few “ insur- 
gents,” and on Wednesday last the bills 
passed the House by a vote of 151 to 31, 
with certain “ friendly ’” amendments which 
were on the! same day concurred in by the 
Senatte. aes | | 
The purpose of these unprecedentedly ex- 
pedited bills—which were apparently a part 


of a far reaching deal—was to put certain | 


promoters and politicians in exclusive pos- 
session of the possibilities of street railway 
development at various important points in 
the State. The constitution of Pennsylvania 
forbids the construction of a street railway 


within any city, borough, or township with- | 


out the consent of the local authorities. 
These bills provided, however, that when- 
ever any petson should have secured from 
the Secretary of State, on application, a 
“ charter ” for any proposed and unoccupied 


In the rural districts a 


‘route—surface, elevated, or underground— 
he alone should have the right for two years 
‘thereafter to apply for such local consent. 
‘It was further provided that, after securing 
such consent, he should have two years in 
which to begin and three years more ip 
' which to complete construction. Important 
rights of eminent domain were also con- 
ferred.

In May, 1882, the Greely expedition reached 
latitude 83.24, or 460 miles shy, which in those 
days was regarded as quite a feat.

Prince Murat showed that 
he realized a thing which people are apt to 
so often forget—namely: that when they are 
lacking in respect to the. elected ruler of a 
country they are ipso facto placing an in- 
dignity upon the nation which has chosen 
‘him and of which he is the chief representa- 
tive. Indeed, it was impossible to be more 
cordially courteous than the Prince, and it 
may be questioned whether M. Loubet, since 
he has been President, ever enjoyed any 
function of this kind so much. . 

_. The Prince ts a tall, good-looking man of 70, 
of military bearing, with heavy mustaches 
and frank eyes. Indeed, he looks much more 
an American than a Frenchman, and like- 


a Miss Fraser of Philadelphia and that he 
spent the first eighteen years of his life in 
this country. He is a grandson of King 
Murat of Naples and of Queen Caroline, 
sister of the first Emperor Napoleon, and was 
at one time engaged to be married tu Miss 
Gwendoline Caldwell of Washington, the 
match, however, being broken off at the last 
moment.

One of the most powerful supporters and 
eloquent advocates of Christian Science is 
the Earl of Dunmore, who has just been pub- 
lishing’a series of important articles in favor 
of the cult in the’ London Daily Mail, for 
there is no man in the entire British peérage 
who is more level headed or who has a wider 
experience of the world.

Three years later he 
started off to explore Kashmir, Thibet, the 
Pamirs, and Chinese and Russian Turkistan, 
undergoing the most extraordinary hard- 
ships and dangers. He has likewise explored 
New Caledonia and has written a book about 
it, and has sunk the trifle of half a million of 
dollars in mining and farming in south. 
Africa. 
_ In the South Seas he narrowly escaped be-, 
ing eaten by the cannibals. He is a man of 
superb physique, standing six feet three in 
his stockings, rough and rugged in appear- 


those of a man of fierce daring, with a will 
and pewer to go anywhere and do anything. 
Perhaps this aspect is accentuated through 
his being “‘ lame ” of an eye, as the Highland- 
ers call it. He lost his left eye, like so many 
of his fellow-peers, during a battue, the cul- 
prit being the late Lord Lovat, who was ter- 
ribly distressed about the affair.

Nothing, perhaps, adds 
more to the beauty and the charm of a garden, large or small, than does the preserice of 
And few things are more simply or more 
easily arranged and brought into being. A little heap of rocks—good-sized lumps of coal 
will do at a pinch, “slag ’’ is far from impossible or inartistic, and even old iron or 
broken bricks may be made to look attractive—a few vines and plants, a hardy fern 
or two, a limited quantity of good earth or loam, and ‘a little time and attention will 
' suffice for the creation of a great deal of beauty. 
and plants will take care of themselves, al 


The first thing to decide upon ig the location. The next, the kinds of vines or plants 
, to be started. The selection of these, of course, must depend largely upon the locality 
and arrangement of the. rockery. If a day-long flood of sunshine is to be enjoyed plant 
tall, dwarf, and climbing nasturtiums, petunias, summer flowering oxalis, sweet 
peas, and other full-flowering roots and bloomers. If the rockery is to be much shad- 
ed ferns, foliage plants, musk plant, cosmos, myosotis, and begonias will give best 
satisfaction. Pansies will do all the better for but a moderate amount of suns 
Although spring flowering plants, by nature, they will bloom all summer long, prac- 
tically speaking, if the straggling branches are cut back occasionally and no blossoms 
are allowed to go to seed. It is always a go od thing, when cultivating pansies, to loosen 
the earth around the roots occasionally and place a little manure close in where they 
may draw from it.
